An im portant angle in the Jackson 
case was disclosed today, when of 
fleers found th a t Marion Jackson had 
been m arried three 
tim es, 
although 
he told only of two m arriages. 
The 
peculiar death of his first wife 
and 
the disappearance of his second led 
officers to center their efforts to con­ 
nect him with the death of his third 
wife, Mary Jackson. 
Records here show th a t 
he 
was 
m arried 
on Septem ber 
7, 1907, 
to 
Nora Dabbs of Nye. 
Two children 
were born. 
This wife died a fter be­ 
ing found unconscious 
in 
the field 
near 
Jackson’s 
home, in 1918. 
He 
was m arried again on July 20, 1921, 
to M artha A. Green, of Fisk. 
Jack­ 
son explained, a 
year 
or 
so later, 
th a t she stole $400 of his money and 
ran away. 
On May 11, 1923, he was 
m arried to M ary Phillips, who at that 
tim e was only 18 years old. Records 
in the Circuit Court here fail to show 
th at Jackson was 
granted 
adivorce 
prior to his last m arriage. 
Neighbors of the fam ily w'ere call­ 
ed in today to testify before the But­ 
ler County Grand Jury, investigating 
the m urder of the third wife. Hazel 
Jackson, 
10-year-old 
daughter 
of 
Jackson and his first wife, told offic­ 
ers that she changed her 
testim ony 
relative to his third wife’s disappear­ 
ance. 
‘'Because papa told me 
too”. 
She said he told her unless she said 
th at Mrs. Jackson had gone in 
the 
opposite direction from the plum tree 
near the home, where 
the 
shallow 
grave was found. 
The officers will 
come out and get me and I’ll never 
get to see you again”. 
Officers thought for 
a tim e 
that 
“another w ^m an’ barl been found at 
Bloomfield who might have knowl­ 
edge of the m urder, but investigation 
proved she had no m aterial facts to 
disclose.

It is estimated that if 
this bill is approved by the Senate it 
will 
provide 
about 
$4,000,000 new' 
money for the common schools 
and 
$4,250,000 for the higher institutions 
of learning. 
The bill will go into ef­ 
fect in ninety days after its passage 
and aproval by the governor. Under 
the constitution it is a measure that 
cannot be referred so that the action 
of the general assembly will be final. 
No prediction can be made in regard

“This seed has been found 
unsatisfactory due to its inability to 
stand cold weather 
in

United 
States. 
We are teceiving many 
in­ 
quiries about this clover and our re­ 
commendation is against it”. 
Because of the great 
quantity 
of 
various kinds of foreign 
seed being 
imported into the United States and 
sold with home grown seed, the Gov 
em inent compels all such seed to be 
colored various colors and 
demands 
the location of its source. 
Seventy-farm ers met at Chaffee to 
discuss the possibilities of 
growing 
trucks and sm all vegetables in that 
com m unity. 
County 
A gent 
Renner 
pointed out a few essentials in farm ­ 
ing that would help 
the individual 
m aterailly should he follow them out. 
First— grow enough vegetables, sm all
